Mr Youne repeated his performance of Hamlet last night, and 
though he looks much too old for the Princely Dane, acted with all 
his pristine vigor. He was very fine in the scene where he “ wrings 
his mother’s heart.”” The exulting fondness with which he dwelt upon 
the memory of his father, contrasted admirably with his expression 
ef hatred and contempt for his uncle. F. Matthews, G. Bennett, and 
Miss Taylor, were excellent representatives of Polonious, the Ghost, 
and Ophelia, and the other characters were snfficiently well cast, 
always excepting Osrick, in which part Farley continues to disgust 
the public. Why we know not, unless it be that he has done so for 
the last forty years; and Wrench in the company, unemployed. This 
is one of the mysteries of the coudisses! The new Farce of The 
Irish Ambassador followed the Tragedy, and excited great merriment. 
There is one fault in Power’s personation of Sir Patrick, he is not 
sufficiently well bred, especially in his demeanour to the ladies. Power aa 
should remember Sir Patrick was a gentleman, keeping the best com- 
pany :

‘I'he poet throws the highest, but deceived by an ugly 
portrait, which has been substituted for the right one, sells his chance 
to the merchant, and offers his hand to the Widow, who has, for the 
sake of judging of the merit of her respective suitors, assumed the 
dress of her own maid. This disinterested conduct gains the love of 
the Widow, who by a ruse obtains a refusal from the merchavt, and 
gives her hand to the poet. The acting in this Burletta was perfect ; 
Vestris was fascination’s self; playful, spirited, and graceful, she 
won the admiration of all beholders, and besides two new songs, both 
of which were encored, she treated us with snatches of many of her 
popular ditties. Liston was equally great in his part : his dancing and 
conceited airs called forth shouts of laughter and applause. W. Vin- 
ing, as an old steward, and his brother, has the poet, contributed 
greatly to the success of the piece, which was given out for repetition 
with great applause. In Zhe Chaste Salute, which was the first piece, 
we missed Miss Sidney dreadfully ; her substitute in Madame Thibaut 
gave us fresh cause to regret her absence.—Why is she absent? The 
little Theatre was crowded with good company.

Tuesday callat the Queen’s Bazaar 78, Oxford Street-—splendidly fitted-up and 
magnificently arranged—visit the British Diorama, the 4 Views, by Stanfield, 
highly interesting—Lounge in the Physiorama, 14 Views from all parts of the 
world truly unique and beautiful—Step into the Room where Burns’s Jolly 
Beggars are exhibited, composed of 8 Figures, the size of life, by the self- 
taught Scottish Artist, which fer delicate conception, gracefulness of attitude. 
proportion of parts, & exquisite finish of workmanship have never been equallec. 

On Wednesday, I call at The Cosmorama, in Regent Street, to inspect 
the new Views—delighted with the Interior of the Cathedral of Cologne, with 
the effect of sunshine and shade—the Grand Chartreuse, near Grenoble—the 
Mount St Gothard, with the Devil’s Bridge, the water. vapours, and clouds in 
motion—the Pyramids and Sphynx in Egypt—the Hospital of Mount St Ber-
